His .leath la not re- 
garded, however, as likely to weaken the 
Republican party. If he had lived, and a 
candidate was put forward who met his

Mr. ConMIng was re-elected to toe Thirty- 


teventh Congress, which met in 18(1. The day 
that Congress convened In December, 1881, he 
created a sensation by introducing a resolution 
requesting the Secretary of War "to re- 
port to the House whether any, and 11

what measures have been taken to 
ascertain 
who is

at Ball's Bluff". The Secretary of War, In an- 
swer to Mr. Counting's resolution, stated that 
Major-General MoClellan, commanding the 
army, "Is of the opinion that an inquiry on the 
subject of the resolution would at this time be 
Injurious to the public service1'. MR Cockling 
was not satisfied, and immediately offered an- 
other resolution looking to the same end. The 
debate whloh followed brought him out In his 
first forensic effort. Els speech on this occasion 
gave him National fame In a day. 


In 1803 Mr. Conkltng was tafeated 
for

but he was successful two yean later, and re- 
sumed his seat in the Thirty-ninth Congress. 
His work during the sessions of this Congress 
stamped him one of the foremost debaters and 
statesmen of the day. 


In 1886 Mr. Conkllng was elected to the United 
States Senate. To write his history In that 
body would be to write a history of the legisla- 
tion and great debates from 1867 to 1881, for he 
wua twice re-elected a Senator. He more than 
did Justice to the reputation which he had gained 
In the House Mr. Conkling voted for the im- 
peaohmen t of Andrew Johnson. He did not favor 
the Electoral Commission bill, but be would 
probably have been chosen one of the three 
Senators to >lt on that commission had there 
not been mistrust of his views, Senator Ed- 
munds wanted Mr. Conkling on the commis- 
sion, and strongly urged his selection, but his 
name was withdrawn and Senator Frellng- 
huysen chosen Instead, because it was reported 
to the senatorial caucus that Mr Conkllng bad 
expressed tbe opinion that Hayes was entitled 
to but one of the votes from Oregon. It Is a 
matter of common belief amonR the friends of 
Mr. Conkllng that If he had been put upon the 
commission Tilden, and not Hayes, would have 
been declared elected President 


Mr. Conkllng was the candidate of the Re- 


publicans of New York at the Cincinnati con- 
vention of 1876, and on the first ballot re- 
ceived all but one of the seventy voles from 
his State and thirty votes besides. After the 
sixth ballot the New York delegation retired 
for consultation, and as the contest then ap- 
peared to be one between Elaine and Hayes the 
New York vote was thrown almost solidly for 
the Ohloan, Insuring his nomination. 


In 1880 Mr. Conkllng appeared in the National 


convention at Chicago •« the champion of 
General Grant, and his speech of nomination, 
in which occurred the passage "You ask where 
our candidate hails from, and the answer Is, 
from Appomnttox," has become celebrated. It 
was Mr. Conkllng, too, who offered the resolu- 
tion pledging every member of the convention 
to support the nominee, "whoever that nominee 
may be," and when three delegates voted 
"No", it was Mr Conkling who oflered a resolu- 
tion expellng the three delegates In the warm 
discussion which followed General Garfield 
came to the front. 


Mr. Conkllng's quarrel with Mr. Blalne, aris- 


ing from personalities used in debate in the 
House in 1866, has exercised remarkable in- 
fluence upon the fortunes of the two men and 
upon the political history of their country 
It was a strom; element in tbe defeat 
of Mr. Blalne in the Cincinnati convention of 
1876 and again at Chicago in 1880 It also led 
indirectly to tne quarrel of Conkling with Gar- 
field, the resignation of Conkllng and Platt, the 
assassination of Garfleld, nnd the fatal embit- 
terment of the Republican factions in New 
York State. These incidents have become a 
part of tbe history of the country. 


Mr. ConUllng has been unfortunate ID his 


quarrels He quarreled with Blalne and Gar- 
fleld, and nith the latter Just at a time when 
quarrels with his lieutenants made it impos- 
sible for him to receive the vindication at the 
hands 
of 
the 
New 
York 
Assembly, 


which he courted. 
Uis enemies he has 


usually characteiizcd in teims which forever 
after forbade reconciliation. He quarreled 
with Cornell, never forgiving him for not at-

The Constitutional Centennial Cel- 


ebration, and the Three Amer- 


ica's Exposition. 


Fhe President Refuses His Appcrvol o 


Another Private Relief Bill- 


Congressional. 


The Constitutional Centennial Celebr*. 
tlon, and tbe Exposition ot th» 
Three America*. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—A joint meet 


ing of the two sub-committees of the 
House foreign affairs committee was heli' 
yesterday morning to further consider thi 
two bills providing for a Constitution! 
Centennial celebration in 1889, and an ex 
position of the Three Americas in 1892. A 
D. Anderson, secretary of the board of 
promotion, explained the plan and pur 
posea of the constitutional celebration 
On the subject of the proposed exposition 
of the Three Americas, Mr. Anderson 
presented a full and elaborate review o 
the whole subject. The following extract 
from his remarks constitutes one of hit 
leading ar.d most forcible arguments in 
favor of the bill. 


"According to a careful statistical esti- 


mate submitted to the Department ol 
State by one of our consuls in Germany 
one hundred million dollars are annually 
spent by Americans in Europe for par 
poses of travel, pleasure, education, art 
etc. The recent appropriations by Con- 
gress for expositions at Paris, Australia 
Barcelona and other places abroad, whll 
necessary and commendable for obvious 
reasons, will, nevertheless, add many 
millions of dollars to the sum annually 
taken by tourists to foreign lands. Out 
exposition project, on the contrary, wil 
have the opposite effect, and will attrao 
thousands of visitors from the old world, 
and many millions of dollars for pleas- 
ure, study of American history and in- 
vestment. If, by building up the proposec 
exposition on the scale intended, we can 
make our National capital the Paris of 
America in beauty and attractions; the 
Berlin of America in educational advan- 
tages; the Rome of America in art, anc 
the Mecca of America for tourists, stu 
dents and others from the outside world 
it is a movement which should be SUB' 
tained by every patriotic American citi 
sen." 


Secretary Anderson referred to the re 


oently-expressed Intention of the Govern 
ment of Spain to take the initiative in eel. 
ebrnting in a solemn manner the ceutena. 
ry of the discovery of America in the year 
1892, 
and to invite all the Nations who 


people the territories 
discovered b] 


Columbus to take part in the celebration 
and to take part in any other celebration 
which may be undertaken on the Ameri 
can continent to commemorate the grea 
event. "In other words", he said, "Spain 
has expressed a desire to pay tribute to 
America in celebrating the four-nun 
dredth anniversary of its discovery. Now 
I respectfully submit that not only pride 
but self-respec t requii e that the foremos 
American Nation, the United States, re 
spond to this sentiment by taking the in 
itiative in celebrating this greathistoriea 
event in a manner becoming the dignity 
greatness and grandeur of the newworV 
which Columbus discovered." 


In further support of the movement, he 


submitted a list of the officer!, and mem 
bers composing the National board o 
promotion; copies of resolution's by Na 
tional and International conventions an 
boards of trades, etc. 


In conclusion, he suggested that in 


view of the short time left for prepara 
tion, that part of the bill providing to 
the State and Territorial, and the Thre 
Americas exhibit should be acted upon a 
once, in order that the Ameiiean States 
Territories and Nations may have tim 
for legislation, and therefore submitted a 
revised bill covering this pai t of the pro 
]eot, providing for the appointment of 
Governmental board of nine directors by 
the President to formulate a plan for th 
permanent exposition of the Three Amer 
icas; for the assignment of space, and fo 
an appropriation of fifty thousand dollar 
to defray the necessary expenses of th 
board of directors. 


The President Disapproves Another Frl 
vate Belief £111.

Cleveland yesterday returned to the Sen 
ate with his disapproval, a bill for the re 
lief of Paymaster Major D. B. Bash. Th 
effect of the bill was to release Paymaste 
Bash from nil liability for tho loss by th 
theft of $7,360 in March, 1877, intrusted tc 
him for the payment of troops on th 
frontier. 
The money was stolen on 


morning from the stage while the Majo 
and his escort, a sergeant and one or twc 
others, were stopping for meals at Ante 
lope Station, W. T., and anly a few mo 
ments after the Major discovered that the 
escort had left the valise unprotected in 
the stage.

master had remained a short time by th 
stage when he saw it unprotected, 01 ha 
taken the vahse in with him, or proniptl 
diverted the attention of the sergean 
from his pie to the money which all ha< 
abandoned. When, therefore, it is sail 
that this loss can be charged in nay de 
gree to the neglect or default of the Gov 
eminent, it is answered that the direc 
and immediate cause of the loss was th 
omissioii on the part ot this paymaster o 
the Government, in whose custody thes 
funds were placed, of the plainest an 
simplest acts of prudence and care.

She has 
ever lived a devoted Christian life and 
was loved by her friends and neighbors. 
Hers was the preachers' home. She was 
usually known as "Mother Werner" in 
the community nnd she seemed ever to 
have a word of sympathy and consolation 
for those in distress,

The startling report was circulated 


about the city last evening shortly after 
four o'clock, that Mrs. L. B. O. Leffing- 
well had been instantly killed in a runa- 
way accident near the St. Louis bridge, 
aouthwest of the city, spanning the San- 
gamon river. 
Investigation confirmed 


the shocking story, the news being sent 
to the city by telephone from the resi- 
dence of W. H. Williams, near the bridge. 
Dr. Case Chenoweth and Undertaker 
Bollard were called to the scene, and 
with the awistanceof friends the body 
of the elderly lady, and the injured ones, 
were conveyed to the Lefflngwell resi- 
dence at 828 North Monroe street. 


THB PABTICl'LABS. 


The details of the distressing accident 


can be briefly related. Yesterday was a 
balmy spring day, and at noon it was de- 
cided that the party would visit the river. 
Mr. Leffingwell, as is well known, is in 
the retail oil business, delivering oil to 
customers in all parts of the city in tanks 
that are hauled about on wagons. One 
is a single rig, and the other is a double 
team. Ed. Cave is the driver of the 
double team. Mr. Leffingwell had told 
Care to meet him with the big tank in 
the western part of the city during the 
afternoon. 
Mrs. Leffingwell and her 


daughter, Miss Maude, aged 18 years, 
concluded to go to the river, and they 
occupied the driver's seat, Cave driving 
the team with the lines passing over the 
heads of the mother and daughter. The 
object of the trip to the river WPB to 
wash off the tanks and to spend a few 
hours in recreation. Mr. L. drove ahead 
down Deoatur street, post the residence 
of James Keefe and under the St. Louis 
branch of the Wabash railway. The 
double team was about 300 feet behind. 
Juet beyond the railway, as those who 
are familiar with that road will recall, 
there is a sharp decline; this caused the 
wagon to press forward against the 
iiorses. They became restless, and jumped 
and reared. Cave, seated on the tank, 
;ried to hold them in check, but their 
plunging simply drew him toward the 
seat, as there was no place on the tank 
to brace himself, Tlie lines became 
slack, and at break-neck speed the team 
dashed forward. Mr. Leffingwell, who 
was near the bridge, 800 feet ahead, 
turned out of the road with his wagon 
and jumped off with whip in hand,hoping 
to check the runaway team; but he 
lacked about 10 feet of reaching the 
middle of the road, when the team went 
past. A second later the wagon tipped 
over, the heavy tank was torn from the 
running gear, and Mrs. Leffingwell and 
Cave were dashed against a telegraph 
pole at the roadside with fearful force. 
Miss Leffingwell fell upon the ground 
near the pole. The wreck was complete, 
and following the noise ot the runaway 
came the groans of the injured and cbok- 
ng sobs of the sorrowing husband who 
quickly realized that his wife, his loved 
ife companion, was dead, killed instantly 
>y coming in coatact with the telegraph 
)ole. Will Hnbbard, who wns at the 
river fishing, heard the cries of distress 
and came to the spot, finding Mr. Lef- 
ingwell with the lifeless and mangled 
brm of his wife in his arms, Ed. Cove 
ying upon the ground in a stunned con- 
dition, and Miss Maud near by upon the 
rronnd with an injured shoulder unable 
.0 lift her arm. Word was sent to the 
3ity by telephone from the Williams resi- 
lence for relief as above stated. A car- 
riage was' provided for Misa Lefiingwell 
and Cave, The Jatter was unable to 
walk. He struck the pole with his legs, 
>nt fortunately snft'eretl no fracture. 


Examination showed that Mrs. LeBlng- 


well had been hurled against the pole, 
triking it with her face. Both jaw- bones 
were broken, there was ti deep cut above 
ter chin, and there was a fracture of the 
rental bone. Her neck was broken. 
, 


The team ran but a few feet beyond 
bo bridge where they were caught. 
A more distressing accident has never 


iccurred in Deeatur. It fills the heart 
with sadness to recall the particulars and 
ihink of the deep Borrow which fills the 
leurta of the hnsbnud and children over 
he sudden and tragic loss of wife and 
uotlier. It is one of the great trials of 
ife and ntnst be borne with Christian 
esignation. 


Hester Ann Button- was born in Fay- 
tte county, Indiana, June. 7, 1835. On 
he 24th ot August, 1854, she was married 
o Levant B. O. Leflingwell, and soon 
fter they removed to Madieou county, 
nd., where they lived about a year. In 
866 they came to Illinois and settled in 
Vlacon county, about nine miles south of 
)ecatnr, where they lived about six 
ears. Early during the war they re- 
nrned to Madison county, Indiana, and 
etnained there until 1866, when they re- 
urned to Deoatur nnd have resided here 
ver since, except several winters spent 
D Florida. Mrs. Leffingwell was the 
nother ot nine children, only two of 
whom, Sanford, aged 33, and Miss Maud, 
aged 18, survive her. -Before her mar- 
riage she had become a member of the 
Christian church and at all times had 
ived the life of a consistent Christian.

foi'c, that immortality was secure. Why not, 
when he Lad built a water gatu at the point 
ivhore we are standing, and dying, com- 
riamlod that tho ashes of his mortal body 
ihoulil be placed in a vessel of brass on a high 
mirmelo of stone over the said gate? The 
•est is silence. Gate and pinnacle and ashes 
iliko have vanished, and Belin's name is 
nowii only to tue antiquary, and barely to 
im, since nil this happened just 400 A. D. 
mil tho history ot England was still in 
embryo. A thousand years was to pass be- 
fore tho same spot should have other water 
gates, whose purpose, nominally ignoble, 
night after all servo mankind more truly 
than Bolin or any chief o[ his order had ever 


uu or could do. 
Uillingsgatv has for centuries been the syn- 


onym of all tho opprobrium and unsavory 
meaning that English speech can hold, and 
:bu pilgrim who seeks practical knowledge of 
;ho strange life to bo seen in and about it 
.hinks of this alono, and asks no questions as 
to origin. Yet it is hure that Belin's gate 
once more asserts its claim to memory, and 
that in those dim hours of earliest morning 
in which market -life must be seen to be 
known at till, his shade wanders well pleased 
under the arches and among tributary boats 
from Holland and countries whose name, 
oven, ho never heard. Who gave the name 
history saith not. All we know is that at this 
spot, in JS51, the fishing boats suddenly 
elected to most congregate, and that' from 
that day to this it has been the source of such 
flsh supply as London demands. 
Pishing 


boats alono are there today, but in 1351, and 
from that time for some centuries on, Bil- 
lirigsgato was, according to one of the old 
chroniclers, only "a large water gate post, 
or hurborough for ships and boats com- 
monly arriving thore with fish, both salt and 
fresh, shell fish, salt, oranges, onions and 
other fruits' and roots; "wheat, rye and grain 
of divers sorts for the service of the city and 
tlu parts of this realm adjoining." 


Those wore tho days when a penny had 


some moaning and a shilling did tho work of 
a guinea today. In tho reign of Edward I, 
after infinite, squabbling, prices were fixed; 
the best soles were three pennies a dozen, the 
best turbob sixpence each, pickled herrings 
of tho choicest were a penny a score and the 
best eels twopence a quarter hundred, while 
oysters were twopence a gallon. No fish- 
in ongor was allowed a profit of over a penny 
in twelve; all must belong to the Fish- 
mongers' company, and there must be no 
monopoly, l«;t a fair chance for all, the poor 
persons who bought to cry in the streets not 
being hindered. By 1700 fish alone had place 
bore, but no building beyond the wretched 
suods that oven twenty years ago made up 
the market, with tho hovels of one sort and 
another doing duty as !nn.« and homes for 
tho mon whoso business lay hero.

vortod eel baskets, and arranging new com- 
binations of English for present and future 
use.

"dames do la Halle," they were all Amazons, 
and a match at any moment for a too pre- 
sumptuous dealer or buyer, and they are 
Amazons today. It was one of. these matrons 
that Dr. Johnson silenced by calling her in 
his most ponderous tone "a truculent paral- 
k'logratu," and much the same s,tory is told 
of Dnniel O'Connell, who quieted a too volu- 
olo Irish tnarkob woman by calling her "a 
•Tabbed old hypothonuso."
